An  Address  to  the  people  of  Keuti.c'.ly. 

Fellow  Citizens, 

IN  a former  adJrefs,  which  I 
fnbmitted  to  your  view,  I took  a 
fhort  furvey  of  the  origin,  progress, 
and  tendency  of  the  Lexington  liank. 
The  ordinary  limits  of  a news  pap«r 
publication,  together  with  my  waat 
of  leifure,  prevented  me  from  faying 
as  much  as  I wilhed  upon  the  fub- 
jedl.  The  evils  I then  enumerated, 
are  but  a fmall  part  of  thofe  infepa- 
rable  from  this  inftitution. 

That  Bank  notes  are  more  Ij 
to  be  Counterfeited  than  gold 
ver,  is  a facl  within  the  obferv 
of  every  man,  however  illiter 
Already  many  of  oar  citizens  have 
been  impofed  upon  in  this  way;  and 
does  any  honcll  man  feel  any  incli- 
nation to  fee  the  means-  of  fraud 
maltiplicd?  Tlie  moll  upright  man 
may  not  only  fuffer  a pecuniaiy  lofs, 
by  having  received  a counterfeit 
note,  but  misfortunes  more  leriuus 
and  alarming  await  him:  he  may 
without  a knowledge  of  the  bafenels 
of  the  paper,  which  he  has  in  his 
polTeinon,  transfer  it  to  liis  neighbor  ; 
his  tharaiSler,  however  fair,  is  bla 
at  once;  he  falls  a viclim,  not 
juftice  of  law,  but  to  the 
which  refult  from  this  m 
inllitution,  refpedling  the 
nefs  of  whofe  paper,  few  of  us  can 
judge.  A dungeon  with  all  its  at- 
tendant horrors,  will  probably  be-

That  the  Bank  banilhes  fpecie 
from  the  State,  is  a p.iiut  which  1 
think  was  fufiiciently  proved  in  my 
former  addrel'a ; and  that  it  will  pre- 
vent money  from  coming  into  the 
State,  is  eafily  domonftrated.  Will 
i *iot  this  Company  have  quantities  of 
their  paper  depofited  at  Natchez 
and  Orleans,  for  the  purpofe  of  ex- 
changing them  with  our  traders  for 
gold  and  filver?  To  the  trader  th^s 
will  be  a temptation  ; two  per  cent, 
will  be  given  to  the  agent  of  the 
Company,  by  the  trader  for  this  ex- 
thaiige.  Tlie  money  will  immedi- 
ately he  lent  oft  to  Philadelphia,  for 
the  benefit  of  fome  Lexington  ftock- 
holding  merchant,  who  will  fupply 
us  plentifully  with  goods,  Airjhe 
purpofe  ot  procuring  money  toijPft 
payment  to  the  Bank.

our  importations  of  foreign  commo- 
dities aU'eady  too  great?  Are  not 
our  exports  e.xcept  in  money,  too 
finall?  Is  it  then  good  policy  toeii- 
coutage  an  inllitution,  which  has  a 
diredl  tendency  to  fend  abroad  our 
1 fpecie,  when  there  e.tilis  no  avenue, 
j through  which  it  can  return  to  thc 
Siatc  ? 

So  long  as  the  baUnce  of  trade  is 
igainll  any  country,  a fsarcity  of 
money  will  be  exp-enenced,  and  a 
country  thus  fituateJ,  osi^ht  never 
by  the  fubllituiion  of  paper,  banilh 
the  gold  and  lilver.  Almcrt  the 
whole  amount  of  our  trade  is  a clear 
balance  againd  us;  it  is  then  furdy 
impolitic  to  countenance 
tion,  which  will  increafe  the  W^f- 
taiion  of  money,  and  the  nn|j(}piAi- 
on  of  merchandize.  We  fliould  la 
thef  as  was  obferved  u|)on  a former 
occafion,  check  this  kind  of  trade, 
and  unite  our  efforts  in  promo  ing 
the  exportation  of  our  iurplus  pro- 
duce, by  which  means  we  can  be 
furniflied  with  thofe  imported  arti- 
cles which  may  be  neceffary. 

The  friends  to  the  Bank  urge,  that 
it  ought  lobe  continued  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  preventing  a branch  of  the 
United  States’  Bank  from  being  ex- 
tended to  this  country.  This  aigu 
nicnt  (liews,  how  far  the  minds  of 
fome  men  are  influenced  by  the  love 
of  money,-  for  the  hypochondriai. 
reafons  as  juftly,  when  he  determines 
to  cut  ills  own  throat  to  avoid  the 
common  calamities  ot  life. 

The  charter  of  the  United  States’ 
Bask  expires  in  il  1 1 ; and  who  can 
■'’erioufly  believe,  that  thofe''^no 
have  the  management  of  thitB^^x 
will  adl  fo  unwilely,  as  to  eftablilli  a 
branch  in  this  State,  until  it  fhall  be 
afeertained,  whether  their  charter 
will  be  renewed  ? Whether  a renew- 
al of  that  chatcr  will  take  place,  or 
not,  will  depend  much  on  the  ftate 
of  our  politics  at  the  time  ; the  rca- 
fons  which  originally  gave  birth  to 
that  inftitution,  do  n t now  exift  ; 
and  if  honeft,  plain,  and  genuine  rt- 
publicanifm  prevails,  there  can  re- 
main no  doubt,  but  the  Banking  fyf

for’i  ofiice,  if  Maj.  Morrifon- (\d 
only  declared  his  readiiiefs  to  receive 
their  money  at  the  time  they  made 
their  fame-catching  tender. 

If  a Bank  mull  exift  in  Kentucky, 
would  it  not  be  to  our  inlereft,  to 
prefer  a branch  Bank?  the  notes 
would  then  pafs  in  any  part  of  the 
United  States  ; for  the  principal 
Bank  is  ultimately  bound  for  all 
debts  conlrafted  by  its  branches, 
and  the  government  itfelf  is  pledged 
for  thair  difeharge.  Hence  il  ap- 
pears, lhat  many  of  thofe  evils  which 
will  arife  from  the  Lexington  Bank, 
upon  the  grounds  of  Bankruptcy 
a.id  difliunefty,  can  by  no  means  flow 
from  a branch  Bauk  of  the  United 
States. 

Owing  to  the  high  credit,  which 
the  notes  iffued  from  a branch  Bank, 
would  poflefs  in  every  part  of  the 
Union,  our  merchants  would  prefer 
tlijin  to  gold  and  lilver : & the  opera- 
tions of  this  kind  of  a Bank  would 
be  the  very  reverfe  of  thofe  of  the 
Lexington  Bank.  A branch  Bank 
would  fend  its  paper  out  of  the 
State,  and  the  money  would  remain 
in  circulation.  The  Lexington  Bank 
lends  the  fpecie  out  of  the  country, 
and  leaves  its  paper  among  us. 

F'or  the  Lexington  Bank  paper, 
there  is  no  kind  of  fecurity.  Thofe 
who  are  interefted  in  the  Bank  know 
it.  Elfe  why  did  they  at  the  laft 
l«irtjii  cry  out  “ shat  the  Bank  isas 
about  to  he  ruined  by  indirebl  means" 
when  the  following  amendment  was 
propofed?  Read  it,  fellow  citizens, 
with  coolnefs  and  dcliberatiorf^be 
not  miflead  by  any  thing  lhat  ciUjer 
the  friends  or  enemies  to  the  BiSvV 
may  fay— reafon  and  decide  for 
yourfelves. 

Be  it  enabled.  That  it  fliall  not  be 
lawful,  for  the  faid  Company  to  vend 
or  pul  into  circulation  a ly  ' note  in 
future,  unlefs  the  faid  note  fliall 
bear  date  on  the  day  on  which  it  if- 
fued from  the  Bank;  nor  fliall  any 
note  now  in  circulation  after  it  may 
have  been  returned  to  the  Bank,  be 
ag.iin  pn:  into  circulation  by  laid 
Companv. 

Be  it  further  enacted.  That  f; 
notes  hereafter  iirucj,  the  1' 
holders  ihall  be  anlwcrable  i 
individual  rapacities,  and  their 
vatc  property  fuhjcfte.l  to  the 
meiit  therof,  and  it  fliall  be 


the  oath  afo-i  lai-.i,  and  a certificate 
of  lucii  o.ith  ihall  be  iininediately 
filed  as  aforelaKi. 

Be  it  further  enabled.  That  if 
ny  itock-iiolJer  fliAl  be  compelle\^ 
iiiidi  r this  att  to  pay  a greater  part, 
of  the  Company’s  deb-s  than  h» 
ought  to  pay,  in  preportion  to  tho 
|•.Ulllherof  fliares  which  he  may  hold 
ill  faid  Bank,  he  fliall  have  his  reme- 
dy for  the  overplus  fo  paid,  againft 
the  reft  of  the  ftoex- liolders,  iu  pro- 
portion to  their  lefjjcftive  number 
of  fliares. 

Be  it  further  enabled.  That  any 
Prefident,  Direftor,  or  Clerk,  who 
fliall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
requifitions  enjoined  on  him  by  thi» 
aft,  or  Ihall  violaie  any  of  the  duties 
hereby  impofed,  fliall  for  every  fuch 
oflcnce,  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recover- 
ed by'  aftion  of  debt,  in  any  court  in 
tins  Commonwealth,  pofTeffing  coni\- 
petent  jurifdiftion,  one  half  to  t^iA

I he  true  real.ms  arc  oovio  is  : it  is 
an  inftitu'ion  which  floiiri'lics  belt 
when  furrouiidei  wuli  darkiiefs  and 
myft-?ry:  public  inl,;cftion  would 
prevent  its  injurious  ooerations ; 
and  the  fuhjefting  tliepiivate  pro- 
perty' of  the  ftock  holders,  would  aC 
once  put  a flop  to  thofe  fcheines, 
which  are  fo  profitable  to  themlelves 
alone. 

It  has  been  faid,  that  the  Bank 
furniflics  an  eafy  and  commodious 
mean  of  borrowing  money.  Surely 
this  is,  and  ought  to  be  confidcred  as 
the  weakeft  of  all  arguments,  be- 
caufe  it  has  lefs  iriuli  toi’lupport  it. 
Let  U3  reflefta  moment  on  the  man- 
ner ill  wliich  money  or  paper  can  be 
borrowfcd  of  this  Company.  TIic 
pei  fun  witliing  to  borro-x’,  inuft  tie 
pout  his  note  with  *n  endorfer,  who' 
is  a mail  of  eftabliflied  credit  with 
the  Bunk,  and  an  unaiiimons  vole, 
(I  am  told,)  mud  be  given  in  his  la. 
vour  by  the  Direftors,  or  his  nppli- 
c-alioii  will  he  rejefted  ; i nmaterial 
how  proffiiig  the  dcinaiul  may  be,  if 
!;e  be  at  enmity  with  a fiiigle  Diiec- 
ihe  du-  Itor,  he  can  not  be  fupplieJ  ;'if  he  hap-

then  ill  its  coffers,  for  the  purpole- 
c;  fpeculatioii,  his  hopes  will  be  dii 
afipoiiued.  In  all  public  infututi 
ons,  the  convenience  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  great  rtiafs  of  citizens 
fhould  be  attended  to.  Let  th.s  peo- 
pie  of  this  country  teft  this  Hank, 
by  anfwering  tbe  following  quellion  : 
Can  oi^s.  twentieth  part  of  the  citi- 
zens in  this  Comir.onweaith  procure 
an  endorfer  in  Lexington,  or  any  o- 
iher  part  of  the  State,  whofe  credit 
Hands  fo  high  with  the  Bank,  that 
money  can  be  obtained  for  their  ufc  ? 
The  anfwer  mull  be  in  the  negative. 
For  whofe  benefit  then  is  this  eftab- 
lifliment  ? Thofe  who  have  money 
and  property  m abundance,  can  bor- 
row money  to  fjseculate  with,  but 
thofe  wlio  are  in  either  indigent  oi 
tnoJerate  circutuftancen,  cannot  bor- 
row. To  a large  majority,  the  Bank 
is  on  this  fcore  an  inconvenience : 
the  money  which  could  have  been 
borrowed  from  their  neighbours,  has 
been  drawn  to  the  vaults  of  this  ia- 
ftitution,  and  from  it  n*  relief  will 
be  furnillicd. 

At  prefenr,  it  is  not  my  intention 
to  treat  of  the  effeils  which  Banks 
have  produced  in  other  countries. 
I (liall  therefore,  confine  my  remain- 
ing obfervations  to  the  conftitution- 
ality  of  a repeal  of  that  part  of  the 
law,  which  authorifes  the  ellablilli- 
ment  of  a Bank.  Can  it  be  uncon- 
ftitutional  to  repeal  an  unconftituti- 
onal  law  ? or  to  nullify  an  adl  paffed 
by  fraud  and  impofition  ? Is  it  for- 
bidden by  our  conftitution  to  repeal 
laws  which  are  injurious  to  the  com- 
munity, when  neither  the  property 
nor  mdney  of  individuals  is  taken 
from  them  by  the  repeal?  The  re- 
peal does  not  impair  aoycontra£l 
between  the  Company  and  the  Com 
nronwealth.  There  can  be  no  con- 
trail withoQt  a csnfuleration — ithc 
Company  gave  no  toaiideration  for 
the  orivilege  of  B.inking,  therefore 
tto  contraci  exiils  between  this  Com- 
pany imd  the  Conm  mweal'h.  If 
the  repeal  takes  place,  the  Com  won- 
svealth  does  not  deprive  any  dock 
holder  of  his  money  ; he  rceeives  it 
back  without  diminution,  with  an 
intereft  of  id  or  l8  per  cent  per 
annum,  or  fuffers  itto  remain  there, 
and  derives  all  the  profits  whiehthr 
Company  can  make  by  infurances. 
Here  permit  me  to  (late  correilly 
wl'at  I unierftant-S  and  what  the 
journals  prove  tdhave  been  the  ob- 
jeiSl  of  thofe,  who  at  the  laft  felSon 
oppofed  the  Bank — They  never  at- 
tempted to  repeal  that  part  of  the 
law  which  relates  to  the  infurance 
ef  veffels— They  never  attempted 
to  prevent  this  Company  from  lend- 
ing their  money,  agreeably  to  the 
ail  of  incorporation  ; but  they  did 
tndeavouf,  and  I hope  they  will  a- 
g iin  endeavour  to  put  a ftop  to  their 
iffding  paper,  for  the  payment  of 
which  there  is  no  kind  of  fccurity. 

The  conftilution,  it  Is  faid,  by  di- 
reiling  the  Legillature  not  to  pafs 
ex  poll  fa>lo  laws,  prohibits  the  re- 
peal. This  is  a techniial  expreffi- 
on,  and  the  law  has  long  fince  affix 
«d  to  It  its  appropriate  anti  true 
meaning:  it  has  a reference  to  cri 
min  il  Cafes  only  ; it  was  fi  ll  intro- 
duced Into  the  charle’‘s  of  Great 
Britain,  for  the  pnrpofe  of  prevent- 
ing men  from  being  declared  an.'l 
found  guilty  of  offence  f »r  doing 
a<5ls,  which  were  not  forbidden  by 
la  V when  commuted.  A contrary 
conftraidion  would  lead  to  the  inoft 
feri  ms  confequences.  It  would 
benumb  Legiflaiion,  and  difarm  it  of 
all  power.  In  nineteen  cafes  out  of 
twenty,  the  fubjeCl  of  Legiflatioii 
mull  exift  previous  to  the  Legifla- 
ture’safling  on  it.  Tou  could  nev- 
er remove  a feat  of  juftice  in  a coun- 
ty, becaufe  a law  had  fixed  it  at  its 
prefent  place — you  could  never  even 
alter  a public  road,  it  having  at  firft 
been  eftabliftiedby  law — In  fa6l,  you 
could  never  amend  your  laws — the 
amendatory  a6l  would  ba  ex  poll 
■fa^lo,  if  this  escraordiuary  conftruc- 
tion  fliould  prevail

WAS  imported  fron  Londo.i 
by  John  IIoomes  Efq.  of  tho 
Bowling  Green,  and  exiraordinarv 
to  relate,  he  won  a King’s  plate  at 
four  vests  old,  and  another  a:  five. 
He  was  confidcred  wltile  running,  by 
Mr.  VVeatherby,  the  Autliorofthe 
facing  calendar,  and  Clerk  of  the 
courftt  at  New-Markel,  (as  will 
appear  bv  a letter  from  that  Gentle- 
man,) to  be,  if  not  the  firft,  undoubt- 
edly the  fecond  horfe  in  England. 
The  celebrated  horfe  llambletonian, 
(fuppofed  by  foine  to  be  his  fuperior, 
ami  the  firft  horfe  then  on  the  Brit- 
iflt  turf,)  paid  him  a forfeit  of  500 
guineas,  on  a match  over  the  Beacon 
courfe,  (four  miles,  one  furld og  and 
one  hundred  & thirty-eight  yards,) 
for  loOD  guineas;  Sti  ling  tvas  a- 
mong  the  heft  racers  that  ever  ap- 
peared in  Enghnd  ; iiaving  won  ele- 
ven races  oat  of  twelve,  and  whe  1 
bea'en,  was  undoubtedly  the  beft 
horfe  that  ftarted,  as  hi  ran  coaii  le- 
rably  o!f  thi  courfe,  and  even  then 
came  in  third. 

'SITRUNG  is  a moft  beautiful 
IV  horfi,  and  defeendad  from  the 
fcft  ftock  in  England,  as  will  appear 
his  pedigree  below  : he  is  up- 
wards of  fifteen  hands  Sc  a half,  high, 
in  very  high  form,  extremely  gay, 
with  great  ilrcngth  £t  aidivity,  St  is 
a mo  l capital  ftallion.  Perhaps  it 
may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that 
Stirling’s  racing  was  generally  four 
miles,  and  with  the  beft  horfes  then 
bn  the  turf:  and  in  order  to  prove 
him  a horfe  of  great  fpced,  I beg 
leave  td  refer  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
turf,  to  the  6tli  volume  of  the  Spor- 
ting Magazine,  page  ■jdi  and  30J; 
where  fpeaking  of  the  velocity  of 
the  Barb  horfes,  and  comparing 
them  with  tlie  Englilli  horfes,  the 
following  extradl  follows  in  page 
303  : “ It  is  accordingly  faid,  that 
the  famous  running  horfe  Stirling;
